"Similarly,  United  Kingdom  manufacturers  now  have  the  markets 
of  Germany  and  Austria-Hungary  closed  to  them,  but  in  many  cases 
there  will  be  opportunities  for  the  disposal  of  their  products  in  this 
country  or  abroad. 

Doubtless  in  a  large  number  of  cases  importers  and  manufacturers 
have  taken  steps  to  inform  themselves  on  these  points,  but, 
from  cases  which  have  come  under  the  notice  of  the  Commercial 
Intelligence  Branch,  it  is  believed  that  in  some  instances  it  has  not 
proved  an  easy  matter  to  obtain  the  necessary  information,  and  it  is 
thought  that  in  such  cases  the  Branch  may  be  able  to  render  some 
assistance  by  placing  manufacturers  and  buyers  in  communication 
with  one  another. 

Since  the  outbreak  of  the  war,  applications  have  been  received  in  the 
Commercial  Intelligence  Branch  of  the  Board  of  Trade  from  a  large 
number  of  firms  in  all  parts  of  the  United  Kingdom  who  wish  to  get 
into  communication  with  United  Kingdom  manufacturers  of  various 
classes  of  goods  which  have  previously  been  obtained  from  Germany 
and  Austria-Hungary,  or  with  purchasers  of  British  goods  which  may 
previously  have  been  sold  to  enemy  countries.

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EXHIBITION  AT  LEICESTER  OP  SAMPLES  OP 
GERMAN  AND  AUSTRIAN  GOODS 
PROM  ABROAD. 

As  announced  in  previous  issues  of  the  “  Board  of  Trade  Journal,” 
the  Hoard  of  Trade  have  made  arrangements  to  exhibit  at  various 
centres  throughout  the  United  Kingdom  the  samples  of  German  and 
Austrian  goods  which  have  been  on  view  for  some  months  at  the 
Foreign  Samples  Section  of  the  Commercial  Intelligence  Branch, 
32,  Cheapside,  London,  E.C.  With  the  valuable  assistance  of  the 
Leicester  Chamber  of  Commerce,  the  scheme  was  inaugurated  last 
week  at  Leicester.  Some  5,000  samples  covering  a  wide  range  of 
goods,  were  on  view  from  Monday,  27tli  September  to  Saturday,  2nd 
October,  in  the  lecture  hall  of  the  Newarke  Secondary  School,  which 
is  conveniently  situated  for  the  majority  of  manufacturers  in  the 
town,  and  w’ell  fitted  by  its  size  and  lighting  for  such  an  exhibition. 

Upwards  of  1,000  invitations  were  addressed  to  manufacturers  and 
merchants  in  l^eicester  and  district.  The  number  of  visitors  who 
attended  during  the  week  w'as  503,  among  whom  were  representatives 
from  firms  in  Hinckley,  Loughborough,  Kettering,  Wellingborough, 
and  Wigston,  as  well  as  in  various  outlying  industrial  villages.  In 
consequence  of  repeated  requests,  arrangements  were  made  for  foremen 
and  other  employees  of  firms  to  inspect  the  samples,  while  the 
students  at  the  local  technical  school  were  also  invited  to  attend,  in 
order  that  they  might  avail  themselves  of  the  opportunity  to  obtain 
some  insight  into  the  work  of  our  competitors. 

In  view'  of  the  fact  that  the  staple  industries  of  Leicester  and 
district  are  at  present  engaged  to  their  full  capacity,  the  keen  interest 
show’ll  in  the  exhibits  by  visitors  was  very  encouraging.  The  large 
collection  of  hose  and  half-hose,  chiefly  line-gauge  cotton  and  lisle 
thread,  of  which  some  500  samples  w'ere  on  view,  naturally  claimed 
most  attention.  These  are  priced  fairly  low'  in  most  cases,  but  the 
consensus  of  opinion  seemed  to  be  that  in  the  plain  varieties  at  any 
rate  Leicester  firms  should  be  able  to  compete  successfully.  In  these 
low-priced  goods  it  is  worthy  of  note  that,  generally  speaking,  the 
Leicester  and  German  manufacturers  w’ork  on  quite  different  lines. 
Whereas  the  former  have,  to  a  great  extent,  confined  themselves  to 
the  seamless  machine,  relying  on  the  aid  of  boards  and  steam  presses 
for  the  shape,  the  latter  have  manufactured  full  fashioned  seamed 
hose  with  what  is  known  as  the  French  foot.  It  is  generally 
admitted  that  the  result  obtained  with  the  seamed  hose  had  advan¬ 
tages,  the  chief  of  w’hich  is  that  the  hose  retained  its  shape  better  after 
washing.  On  the  other  hand  it  is  contended  that  the  British  method 
of  manufacture  is  quicker  and  also  gives  greater  comfort  in  wear. 

As  is  well  known,  the  German  firms  of  Chemnitz  have  for  many 
years  past  turned  out  a  great  variety  of  lace-fronted  hosiery  at  prices 
which  seemed  astonishingly  low.  These  lines  are  probably  more 
likely  to  interest  Nottingham  manufacturers,  but  even  in  this  class  of 
article  several  firms  who  visited  the  exhibition  in  Leicester  expressed 
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their  view  that  here  also  they  might  be  able  to  put  goods  on  the 
market  at  comjjetitive  prices  ;  this  would,  of  course,  entail  new  plant 
in  many  cases,  and  though  at  the  present  time  this  may  not  be 
possible  on  a  large  scale,  opportunity  should  occur  in  the  future. 
In  this  department  German  manufacturers  have  shown  great  skill  in 
anticipating  new  fashions,  in  finishing  the  articles  tastefully,  and  in 
packing  them  in  such  a  way  as  to  please  the  customer,  who  is  seldom 
possessed  of  technical  knowledge,  and  selects  his  purchases  with  a 
view  to  tlieir  appearance  rather  than  to  their  durability.  'J'he  yarns 
from  which  the  cotton  hosiery  is  manufactured  are  spun  in  most  cases 
in  the  United  Kingdom  and  large  (juantities  have  in  the  past  been 
imported  in^o  Germany  to  be  made  up.  In  view  of  the  large  demand 
for  light  hosiery  and  underwear  in  South  America  and  the  Kast,  there 
seems  to  be  no  insuperable  difficulty  in  tlie  way  of  liritish  manu¬ 
facturers  taking  a  larger  share  than  has  hitherto  been  the  case  in  this 
trade. 

The  dye  question  is  of  course  linked  up  with  the  manufacture  of 
this  class  of  goods,  and  a  satisfactory  solution  of  this  difficulty  would 
no  doubt  greatly  enhance  the  prospects  of  success  on  the  part  of 
British  manufacturers. 

Mention  should  also  be  made  of  the  manufacture  of  fleeced  cotton 
underwear’,  which  has  not  been  taken  up  to  any  gr’eat  extent  in  the 
United  Kingdom.  Articles  of  this  class  have  been  expor’ted  in  large 
quantities  from  the  United  States,  and  are  in  great  demand  in  the 
United  Kingdom  as  well  as  in  neutral  markets.  There  were  also  on 
view  in  the  Exhibition  samples  of  goods  made  from  cotton  “imitat” 
fabric  (made  of  yar’n  composed  of  05  })er  cent,  of  cotton  and 
5  per  cent,  of  wool).  Germany  has  done  a  large  export  trade  in  this 
material,  but  since  the  war  it  is  being  produced  in  the  United 
Kingdom. 

In  woollen  hosiery  the  competition  of  Germany  has  not  been  felt 
to  anything  like  the  same  extent.  Perhaps  the  most  interesting 
feature  is  that,  whereas  cotton  hosiery,  which  has  been  manufactured 
in  Germany  from  English  yam,  is  imported  into  the  United  Kingdom 
in  great  quantities,  the  woollen  hosiery,  which  is  made  in  the  United 
Kingdom,  is  usually  manufactured  from  mule-spun  yarn,  which  has 
been  imported  in  substantial  quantities  from  Germany.  The  mule- 
spinnng  jenny  is  not  extensively  used  in  Yorkshire,  the  greater  part 
of  the  yarn  being  cap  and  frame  spun,  but  this  latter  variety  is  not 
so  suitable  for  the  hosiery  trade,  as  it  is  harder  and  stronger  than 
is  necessary.  7'he  question  whether  it  will  be  possible  to  make  a 
more  extensive  use  of  the  mule-spinning  jenny  in  Yorkshire  should 
receive  careful  consideration. 

British  firms  should  pay  particular  attention  to  the  possibility  of 
developing  their  trade  with  Russia  and  South  America,  where 
Germany  has  in  the  past  done  extensive  business.  Heavy  w’oollen 
ho.^iery  and  gloves  should  find  a  read}*  market  in  the  former 
country,  while  lighter  cotton  goods  have  of  course  been  imported 
in  large  quantities  by  the  South  American  Republics.  The 
credit  granted  by  German  firms  has  been  a  stumbling-block 
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in  the  way  of  British  manufacturers,  who  were  unwilling 
to  undertake  the  risks  accepted  by  German  banks.  While  it 
is  impossible  to  say  whether  anything  approaching  the  same 
credit  facilities  will  in  the  future  be  granted  in  neutral 
markets  by  German}’^,  it  may  be  pointed  out  that  even  prior  to 
the  war  the  German  State  Bank  had  occasion,  in  view  of  the 
financial  condition  of  Germany  at  that  time,  to  issue  repeated  notices 
warning  its  clients  against  the  practice  of  lending  money  on  in¬ 
sufficient  security. 

The  enquiries  answered  by  the  officials  of  the  Commercial  Intelli¬ 
gence  Branch  at  the  Exhibition  were  varied,  and  related,  inter  alia,  to 
names  of  buyers  in  foreign  markets.  Customs  tariffs,  statistics  of 
German  export  trade,  and  sources  of  supply  of  goods  hitherto  manu¬ 
factured  in  Germany  or  Austria.  The  consensus  of  opinion  among 
the  visiting  firms  was  that  the  Exhibition  had  proved  of  considerable 
value  to  the  town  and  its  trade.  The  adaptability  of  methods  shown 
in  the  manufacture  and  marketing  of  German  and  Austrian  goods 
was  frequently  commented  upon.  In  this  connection  firms  should 
not  lose  sight  of  the  fact  that  with  the  increased  specialisation  and; 
use  of  machinery  in  Germany,  manufacturers  there  are  gradually 
coming  to  experience  many  of  the  difficulties  which  confront  United 
Kingdom  manufacturers  in  accepting  orders  for  goods  differing  from 
standai-d  patterns.

the  “  Board  of  Trade  Journal.” 
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In  order  that  British  manufacturers  may  have  an  opportunity  of 
inspecting  catalogues  of  German  origin,  the  Board  of  Trade  have 
collected  over  3,000  specimens,  illustrating  a  great  variety  of  indus¬ 
tries,  and  these  may  be  inspected  at  the  Foreign  Samples  Section  of 
the  Commercial  Intelligence  Branch,  32,  Cheapside,  London, 
K.C.  A  complete  index  of  the  catalogues  has  been  prepared, 
rendering  ready  identification  of  any  particular  catalogue  a  simple 
matter.

PROHIBITED  EXPORTS. 

Amendments  in  and  Additions  to  List. 

At  the  Council  Chamber,  Whitehall,  the  4:th  day  of  October,  1915. 

By  the  Lords  of  His  Majesty’s  Most  Honourable 
Privy  Council. 

Whereas  it  is  provided  by  Section  2  of  the  Customs  (Exporta^ 
tion  Prohibition)  Act,  1914,  that  any  Proclamation  or  Order  in 
Council  made  under  Section  8  of  the  Customs  and  Inland  Revenue 
Act,  1879,  as  amended  by  the  Act  now  in  recital,  may,  whilst  a 
state  of  war  exists,  be  varied  or  added  to  by  an  Order  made  by 
the  Lords  of  the  Council  on  the  recommendation  of  the  Board  of 
Trade : 

And  whereas  it  is  provided  by  Se<!tion  2  of  the  Customs 
(Exportation  Restriction)  Act,  1914,  that  any  Proclamation  made 
under  Section  1  of  the  Exportation  of  Arms  Act,  1900,  may, 
whether  the  Proclamation  was  made  before  or  after  the  passing 
of  the  Act  now  in  recital,  be  varied  or  added  to,  whilst  a  state  of 
war  exists,  by  an  Order  made  by  the  Lords  of  the  Council  on  the 
recommendation  of  the  Board  of  Trade : 

And  whereas  by  a  Proclamation,  dated  the  28th  day  of  July, 
1915,  and  made  under  Section  8  of  the  Customs  and  Inland 
Revenue  Act,  1879,  and  Section  1  of  the  Exportation  of  Arms 
Act,  1900,  and  Section  1  of  the  Customs  (Exportation  Prohibi¬ 
tion)  Act,  1914,  the  exportation  from  the  United  Kingdom  of 
certain  articles  to  certain  or  all  destinations  was  prohibited : 

And  whereas  by  subsequent  Orders  of  Council  the  said 
Proclamation  was  amended  and  added  to  in  certain  particulars : 

And  whereas  there  was  this  day  read  at  the  Board  a  recom¬ 
mendation  from  the  Board  of  Trade  to  the  following  effect:  — 

That  the  Proclamation,  dated  the  28th  day  of  July,  1915,  as 
amended  and  added  to  by  subsequent  Orders  of  Council,  should 
be  further  amended  by  making  the  following  amendments  in  and 
additions  to  the  same:  — 

(1)  That  the  heading  “  Antipyrine  (phenazone)  ”  in  the 
list  of  goods  the  exportation  of  which  is  prohibited  to  all 
destinations  should  be  deleted,  and  there  be  substituted 
therefor  the  heading  “  Antipyrine  (phenazone)  and  its 
derivatives.” 

(2)  That  the  heading  “Jute  piece  goods,  and  bags  and 
sacks  made  of  jute”  in  the  list  of  goods  the  Exportation  of 
which  is  prohibited  to  all  destinations  should  be  deleted,  and 
there  be  substituted  therefor  the  heading  “Jute  piece  goods, 
jute  webbing,  and  bags  and  sacks  made  of  jute.” 

(3)  That  the  heading  “  Mica  (including  mica  splittings) 
and  micanite  ”  in  the  list  of  goods  the  exportation  of  which 
is  prohibited  to  all  destinations  abroad  other  than  British 
Possessions  and  Protectorates  should  be  deleted,  and  there 
be  substituted  therefor  the  heading  “  Mica  (including  mica 
splittings  and  mica  chimneys)  and  micanite.” 
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( t)  That  tiu*  htauling  “Milk,  coiulensod,  sweetened  or 
not,”  in  the  list  of  j^uods  the  exportation  of  which  is  pro- 
hihited  to  all  destinations  abroad  other  than  Hritisb 
Possessions  and  Prot<‘ctorates  should  bo  deleted,  and  there 
1m*  substittited  therefor  the  heading  “  Milk,  condensed  or 
jireserved,  whether  sweetened  or  not.” 

(o)  That  the  heading  “  (’oal  (including  anthracite  and 
steam.  ga>,  hmisehtdd  and  all  other  kinds  of  coal)  and  coke” 
in  the  list  (tf  giMuls  the  exportation  of  which  is  prohibited 
to  all  destinations  abroad  other  fhau  British  Possessions  and 
Piotectorates  should  be  deleted,  and  there  be  substituted 
therefor  the  heading  “Coal,  all  kinds,  and  coke,  but  not 
iiu'luding  coal  allowed  by  the  Commissioners  of  ('ustoms 
and  Kx<“ise  to  be  sbip|H'«l  as  bunker  coal.” 

((»)  'I'hat  the  exjiortation  of  “  ^fagnesite  and  magnesite 
bricks”  should  be  j)rohibited  to  all  destinations. 

(T)  That  the  exjM»rtation  of  the  following  goods  should  be 
prohibited  to  all  destinaticuis  abroad  other  than  Ifritish 
J*ossessions  and  Prcttectorates  ;  — 

Chromium,  ctunpounds  of,  except  chromium  acetate, 
chromium  <  hlorate,  and  chromium  nitrate  (the  exjwrtation 
of  which  is  alre.ady  juohibited  to  all  destinations)  and 
bichromate  of  soda  ftlie  exportation  of  which  is  and  re¬ 
mains  only  ju’ohibited  to  aP  foreign  countries  in  Kurope 
and  on  the  Mediterranean  and  Black  Seas,  other  than 
1’ ranee,  Bussia  (except  through  Baltic  ports),  Italy,  Sj)ain, 
and  Portuiral); 

(til  fuel,  but  i;<tt  including  any  such  fuel  allowed  by  the

prohibited  to  all  foreign  countries  in  Europe  and  on  the 
Mediterram*an  and  Black  Seas,  other  than  France,  Bussia 
(except  through  Baltic  ports),  Italy,  Spain  and  Portugal:  — 
Chemicals,  druys,  etc.  :  — 
b'ormic  acid; 

ScmHuiu  carbonate  (including  sfula  ash,  soda  crystals 
and  bicarlxuiate  (tf  soda); 

Pepper ;

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TRADING  IN  WAR  MATERIAL. 

Fermits  Necessary. 

An  Order-iii-Council,  dated  24th  September  and  published  in  the 
“  Ix)ndon  (lazette”*  of  the  same  date,  further  amends  the  Regulations 
'(called  the  Defence  of  the  Realm  (Consolidation)  Regulations,  1914), 
made  under  the  Defence  of  the  Realm  Consolidation  Act,  1914,  for 
securing  the  public  safety  and  the  defence  of  the  Realm.  The  Order- 
in-Council  referred  to  above  orders,  inter  alia,  the  following  amend¬ 
ment  in  the  Regulations: — 

“  30a.  No  person  shall,  without  a  permit  issued  under  the  authority 
“  of  the  Admiralty  or  Army  Council  or  the  Minister  of  Munitions, 
“  either  on  his  own  behalf  or  on  behalf  of  any  other  person  : — 

“  (a)  buy,  sell,  or  deal  in  ;  or 

“  (h)  offer  or  invite  an  offer  or  propose  to  buy,  sell,  or  deal  in  ;  or 
“  (c)  enter  into  negotiations  for  the  sale  or  purchase  of  or  other 
dealing  in  ; 

“  any  war  material  to  which  this  Regulation  may  for  the  time  being 
“  be  applied  by  order  of  the  Admiralty  or  Army  Council  or  the 
“  Minister  of  Munitions,  whether  or  not  the  sale,  purchase,  or 
“  dealing  is,  or  is  to  be,  effected  in  the  United  Kingdom. 

“  If  any  person  acts  in  contravention  of  the  foregoing  provision,  or 
“  aids  or  abets  any  other  person,  whether  or  not  such  other  person  is 
“  in  the  United  Kingdom,  in  doing  anything  which  if  done  in  the 
“  United  Kingdom  would  be  a  contravention  of  the  foregoing  pro- 
“  vision,  or  fails  to  comply  with  any  condition  subject  to  which  a 
“  permit  under  this  Regulation  has  been  granted,  such  person  shall 
“  be  guilty  of  an  offence  against  these  Regulations,  and  if  such 
“  person  is  a  company,  every  director  and  officer  of  the  company 
“  shall  also  be  guilty  of  an  offence  against  these  Regulations  unless 
“  he  proves  that  the  contravention  took  place  without  his  knowledge 
“  or  consent ; 

“  Provided  that  nothing  in  this  Regulation  shall  affect  any  trans- 
“  action  authorised  by  a  permit  of  the  competent  naval  or  military 
“  authority  under  Regulation  30.” 

Applications  for  Permits. 

With  reference  to  the  above  Regulation  30  A  of  the  Defence  of 
the  Realm  Regulations  which  imposes  certain  restrictions  on  the 
buying  and  selling  of  war  material,  it  is  notified  that  applications 
for  permits  to  buy,  sell,  or  deal  in  any  such  material  in  regard  to 
which  restrictions  are  in  force,  should  be  addressed  to  the  Secretary 
•  (M.05.D.),  War  Office,  Whitehall,  London,  S.W. 

Definition  of  “  War  Material.” 

The  issue  of  the  “  London  Gazette  ”  of  24th  September  also 
contains  the  following  order  by  the  Army  Council : — 

“  In  pursuance  of  the  powers  conferred  on  them  by  Regulation

“  descriptions,  that  is  to  say :  Arms  and  ammunition  of  a  military 
“  nature,  including  all  arms  of  greater  calibre  than  *23  inch  and 
“  ammunition  therefor  (other  than  shot  guns  and  sporting  ammuni- 
“  tion  for  shot  guns)  and  military  explosives.” 


EXPORT  OF.  HEMP  FROM  ITALY, 

Scheme  for  Dealing  with  Applications  for  Licences  to  ship  Hemp 
to  the  United  Kingdom. 

The  Foreign  Office  notify  that  it  has  been  arranged  with  the  Italian 
Government  that  all  applications  for  permits  to  export  hemp  from 
Italy  should  be  submitted  through  H.M.  Embassy  at  Rome. 

in  the  event,  therefore,  of  United  Kingdom  firms  having  them¬ 
selves  purchased  direct,  i.6.,  not  through  a  third  party,  any  hemp  in 
Italy  for  export  to  the  United  Kingdom,  they  should  communicate 
at  once  direct  with  H.M.  Ambassador  at  Rome,  stating — 

1.  Quantity  and  exact  technical  description  of  hemp  purchased  ; 

2.  The  name  and  address  of  the  Italian  vendor  ; 

3.  Dates  when  contracts  were  made  ; 

4.  Dates  and  locality  stipulated  for  delivery. 

The  above  statement,  which  is  required  to  prevent  duplication  of 
claims  and  consequent  confusion,  must  reach  H.M.  Embassy  at 
Rome  not  later  than  21st  October. 

The  statement  must  be  accompanied  by  an  affidavit  sworn  before 
a  magistrate  or  notary  public  to  whom  the  original  invoice  or  other 
documents  proving  the  purchase  have  been  exhibited. 

In  the  event  of  the  hemp  being  destined  for  H.M.  Government, 
a  letter  or  voucher  to  that  effect  should  be  obtained  direct  from  the 
Admiralty  or  other  Government  Department  concerned  and  annexed 
to  the  statement. 

With  regard  to  any  contracts  for  hemp  w’hich  United  Kingdom 
firms  may  make  subsequent  to  21st  October,  or  too  near  that  date  to 
enable  the  necessary  particulars  to  be  communicated  to  H.M. 
Ambassador  in  time,  the  same  procedure  should  be  follow'ed 
exactly,  and  as  soon  as  a  certain  number  of  statements  have  reached 
Rome  His  Excellency  will  again  approach  the  Italian  Government  and 
apply  for  the  necessary  permission  to  export  the  hemp  in  question. 

It  must  be  clearly  understood  that  the  adoption  of  the  above  pro¬ 
cedure  does  not  necessarily  mean  that  the  Italian  Government  will 
permit  the  export  of  the  whole  or  part  of  the  hemp  purchased,  nor  can 
H.M.  Government  assume  an}'^  responsibility  if  this  prove  to  be  the 
case.  (C.  32, ■547.) 
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EXPORTATION  OP  FOUNDRY  OR  BLAST 
FURNACE  COKE. 

Applications  for  Licences. 

The  Coal  Exports  Committee  wish  it  to  be  known  that  though  it  is 
atjpresent  considered  desirable  severely  to  restrict  the  exportation  of 
gas  coke,  the  same  necessity  does  not  arise  in  the  case  of  coke  other 
than  gas  coke  such  as  foundry  or  blast  furnace  coke,  licences  for  the 
export  of  which  are  freely  granted. 


ECONOMY  OP  GOLD. 

Wages  should  not  be  paid  in  Gold. 

The  following  intimation  has  been  issued  by  H.M.  Treasury  : — 

“  A  public  notice  was  issued  by  the  Treasury  at  the  beginning 
of  August  last  calling  attention  to  the  importance,  with  a  view 
‘  to  strengthening  the  gold  reserves  of  the  country,  of  substituting 
notes  for  gold  for  the  purpose  of  paying  wages  and  for  cash 
disbursements  generally. 

“  The  public  response  to  this  request  has,  on  the  whole,  been 
excellent,  and  the  Treasury  is  glad  to  be  able  to  acknowledge  the 
patriotic  spirit  in  which  employers  generally,  often  at  serious  incon¬ 
venience  to  themselves,  have  adapted  their  arrangements  to  meeting 
the  wishes  of  the  Government. 

“  It  appears,  however,  that  some  employers  are  still  applying  to 
the  banks  for  gold  coin  for  the  purposes  of  wages  payments,  and 
if  this  practice  continues  there  is  danger  that  those  who  are  now 
assisting  the  policy  of  the  Government  may  be  discouraged  in  their 
eftbrts.  The  Treasury  therefore  desire  to  impress  upon  you  the 
great  importance,  from  the  point  of  view  of  national  interests,  of 
maintaining  the  instructions  which  they  trust  you  have  already 
given  to  your  cashiers  to  discontinue  the  use  of  gold  coin  for  wages 
payments  altogether,  or  should  such  instructions  not  already  have 
been  given,  of  your  giving  them  immediately.’’ 


TRADE  WITH  CHINA  AND  SIAM. 

With  reference  to  the  notice  on  pp.  953-4  of  last  week’s  issue  of 
the  “  Board  of  Trade  Journal  ”  calling  attention  to  the  Proclamation 
of  24th  September,  prohibiting  the  exportation  of  goods  consigned  to 
any  persons  or  bodies  of  persons  in  China  or  Siam  other  than  such  as 
may  be  notified  by  Order  of  the  Secretary  of  State  for  Foreign  Affairs 
or  of  the  Board  of  Trade,  attention  is  called  to  the  issue  of  the 
“London  Gazette”  of  Ist  October*  which  contains  certain  additions 
and  corrections  in  the  list  of  approved  consignees  in  China  published 
in  the  “ Gazette”  of  24th  September.*

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BOARD  OP  TRADE. 

The  I’resident  of  the  Board  of  Trade  announces  that  since  Sir 
Hubert  Llewellyn  Smith  has  been  serving  as  General  Secretary  to  the 
Ministry  of  Munitions,  Sir  George  Stapylton  Barnes  has  been  acting 
as  joint  J’ermanent  Secretary  t)  the  Board  of  Trade.  Sir  George 
Barnes  will  continue  tor  the  present  to  serve  in  this  capacity  pending 
his  departure  for  India  in  March  next  to  take  charge  of  the  Depart¬ 
ment  of  Commerce  and  Industry  as  ordinary  member  of  the  Council 
of  the  Governor-General. 


CANADIAN  MUNITION  WORKERS. 

The  Special  Mission  of  Enquiry  sent  to  Canada  by  the  Boatd  of 
Trade  has  resulted  in  about  1,700  munition  workers  being  brought  to 
the  United  Kingdom,  and  all  but  a  few  of  this  number  are  now 
employed  on  munitions  work  of  various  kinds.  The  few  exceptions 
have  been  those  in  which  for  various  reasons  suitable  employment 
has  not  been  available,  and  in  these  cases  the  Board  offer  free  passages 
back  to  Canada,  as  soon  as  it  becomes  clear  that  the  workmen’s  services 
cannot  lie  utilised  within  a  reasonable  time. 

I'he  workmen  agreed  to  come  to  this  country  on  terms  of  receiving 
the  standard  British  rates  of  wages,  with  war  bonus,  &o.  Hepresenta- 
tions  were,  however,  made  on  their  behalf  to  the  effect  that  such  of 
them  as  had  dependants  in  ( anada  w’ere  adversely  affected  owing  to 
the  high  cost  of  living  in  Canada.  In  view  of  these  representations 
it  has  been  decided  to  make  an  allowance  not  exceeding  17s.  Gd.  a 
week  to  the  dependants  in  Canada  of  workmen  brought  over  b)’  the 
British  Mission  of  Enquiry  and  engaged  in  munition  work  in  this 
country,  ’fhe  allowance  will  be  paid  direct  to  the  dependants  in 
Canada  and  will  not  be  payable  to  the  workman  himself  or  to  depen¬ 
dants  elsewhere  than  in  Canada.  Forms  of  application  for  the 
allowance  are  now  being  issued  to  the  workmen  through  the  Labour 
Exchanges.

Names  of  Vessels  Detained  or  Captured. 

With  reference  to  the  notice  on  p.  1)55  of  last  week’s  issue  of  the 
“  Board  of  Trade  Journal  ”  relative  to  Naval  Prizes,  it  is  notified  that 
the  “  Ijondon  Gazette”  of  1st  October*  contains  a  further  list  of 
ships  whose  cargoes,  or  part  of  them,  have  been  detained.

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states  that  proceedings  have  been  instituted  in  the  l*rize  Court  in 
Malta  in  respect  of  the  vessel  “  Alexandro.”  Appearances  should  be 
entered  by  all  persons  claiming  an  interest  in  the  vessel  as  soon  as 
possible. 

The  same  issue  of  the  “London  Gazette ’’also  notifies  that,  as  a 
result  of  proceedings  before  the  Prize  Court  in  Malta,  the  Turkish 
vessels  “  Aghios  Nicolaos  ”  and  “  Elleni  ”  have  been  condemned. 


FOREIGN  GOVERNMENT  NOTICES 
AFFECTING  TRADE. 


MORATORIUM  IN  FRANCE. 

H.M.  Embassy  in  Paris  reports  the  publication  in  the  “Journal 
Officiel”  (Paris)  of  a  Decree  with  regard  to  carrying  over 
operations  on  the  French  liourse,  no  settlement  having  taken  place 
since  the  outbreak  of  war.  The  interest  on  the  accounts  became  due 
on  4th  October,  and  the  Decree  provides  that  the  payment  of  the 
actual  differences  is  to  be  made  by  instalments  of  10  per  cent,  to  be 
paid  at  the  settlement,  and  of  10  per  cent,  at  the  subsequent  settle¬ 
ments,  up  to  and  including  the  end  of  June,  1916. 

The  report  of  the  Ministers  of  Finance  and  Justice,  which  accom¬ 
panies  the  Decree,  states  that  in  consequence  of  the  steps  taken  by 
the  Government  and  the  brokers,  the  market  should  gradually  return  to 
its  normal  conditions.

NEW  PORTUGUESE  DECREE  RESPECTING 
SALE  OF  STEAM  FISHING  VESSELS  TO 
FOREIGNERS. 

With  reference  to  the  notice  on  p.  819  of  the  “  Board  of  Trade 
Journal”  of  16th  September  relative  to  a  Portuguese  Decree 
prohibiting  any  person  or  enterprise  from  transferring  to  foreigners 
any  steam  vessel  able  to  be  used  for  fishing,  it  is  notified  that  the 
“  Diario  do  Governo”  (Lisbon)  of  18th  September  publishes  a  further 
Decree  declaring  that  contracts  enterel  into  precious  to  7th  September 
for  the  sale  of  steam  vessels  to  foreigners  will  be  considered  as  valid. 
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Australia  (Queensland). — H.M.  Trade  Commissioner  for  Australia 
(Mr.  G.  T.  Milne)  reports,  under  date  27th  August,  that  at  this 
year’s  Agricultural  Show  at  Brislwne  there  was  only  one  exhibit  of 
machinery — a  locally  made  steel  windmill — as  the  local  firms  w’ho 
usually  exhibit,  declined  to  accept  the  space  offered  by  the  Show 
Committee  in  place  of  that  allotted  in  former  years. 

A  serious  drought  is  affecting  the  greater  part  of  Queensland  at  pre¬ 
sent,  and  heavy  losses  of  stock  have  been  and  are  still  being  incurred. 

In  commercial  circles,  however,  the  effect  of  the  drought  and  the 
war  do  not  appear  to  have  made  themselves  felt  to  a  great  extent 
BO  far,  although  collections  from  the  conntiy  stoi^ekeepers  by  wholesale 
firms  in  the  capital  are  probably  hardl}’  normal.  (C.l.B,  47,036.)

Morocco  (Casablanca). — H.M.  Consul  at  Casablanca  (Mr.  A.  Shipley) 
has  forwarded  a  cop)’’  of  a  pamphlet  entitled  "  Notice  Kconomi<jue  sur 
Casablanca  et  la  Region  des  Chaouia,”  issued  in  connection  with  the 
Franco-Moroccan  Kxhibition  at  Casablanca,  from  which  the  following 
information  is  extracted  : — 

Since  1007  the  town  of  Casablanca  has  developed  considerably  and 
now  extends  8  kiloms.  (about  5  miles)  along  the  sea-front.  Work 
is  being  actively  carried  on  in  connection  with  the  harbour, 
which  in  a  few  years  will  possess  a  water  area  of  141  hectares 
(348  acres),  with  a  depth  of  12  metres  (30  feet)  at  the  entrance. 

The  quays  will  be  extended  to  a  length  of  615  metres  (670  yards). 

There  are  11  w.arehouses  for  the  reception  of  merchandise. 

The  value  of  the  trade  of  Cas.ablanca  in  1013  was  79,372,000  frs., 
an  amount’three  times  greater  than  the  value  in  1910.  In  1914 
trade  naturally  declined  as  a  result  of  the  European  ivar  and  reached  » 

a  total  of  only  55,676,000  frs.,  of  which  imports  accounted  for 
47,008,000  frs.  and  exjiorts  for  8,668,000  frs.  The  positions  occupied 
by  the  several  countries  participating  in  ti’ade  with  (Casablanca  in 
1013  were  (1)  France,  (2)  United  Kingdom,  (3)  Spain,  (1)  Germany, 

(5)  Belgium,  and  (6)  the  United  States. 

The  total  trade  of  Germany  with  Casablanca  in  1910  was  valued  at 
3,546,000  frs.  and  in  1913  at  5,769,000  frs.  Imports  from  (rermany 
progressively  increased  from  966,000  frs.  in  the  former  year  to 
3  509,000  frs.  in  the  latter.  Trade  with  both  Germany  and  Austria 
naturally  declined  in  1914.  The  following  articles,  and  their  values, 
are  given  as  the  principal  “  Austro-German  ”  imports  into 
Casablanca  in  1913: — sawn  wood  for  joinery  and  cabinet-making 
(285,000  frs.);  hosiery  (34,000  frs.);  cement  (38,000  frs.);  iron  and  ^ 

ironmongery  (203,000  frs.)  ;  wire  (32,000  frs.) ;  drinking  glasses 
(102,000  frs.)  ;  ornamental  glassware,  artificial  coral,  Ac.  (24,000 
frs.);  clocks  (27,000  frs);  sewing  m.achines  (34,000  frs.);  steam 
and  other  engines  (91,000  frs.)  ;  furniture  (77,000  frs,) ;  packing 
papier  (42,000  frs.)  ;  chinaware  (56,000  frs.)  ;  locks,  &c.  (58,000  frs.)  ; 
woollea  tissues,  drapiery,  Ac.  (385,000  frs.);  cotton  tissues  (29,000 
frs.);  piepper  (27,000  frs.) ;  pxitatoes  (25,000  frs.) ;  and  rice  (36,000 
frs.);  refined  sugar  (542,000  frs.);  tea  (298,000  fre.). 

The  pamphlet  proceeds  to  state  that  the  German  success  in 
obtaining  trade  was  due  in  the  first  place  to  the  facilities  for  payment 
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for  goods  which  (Terman  firms  gave  ;  the  credits  allowed  were  at 
least  three  months  from  the  date  of  shipment  of  goods,  and  in  the 
case  of  textiles  credit  of  even  six  to  eight  months  was  given  or, 
alternatively,  clients  w’ere  allowed  to  settle  by  instalments  tor  goods 
as  these  were  sold.  The  second  factor  contributing  to  the  success  of 
(ierman  firms  was  that  they  worked  through  the  medium  of  com¬ 
mission  firms  in  Hamburg,  Bsrlin,  &c.  Travellers  from  these 
commission  firms  brought  to  the  Casablanca  market  consi<lerable 
quantities  of  goods  of  all  kinds,  such  as  Bohemian  glass,  Hamburg 
sugar,  Leipzig  woollen  stuffs,  aniline  dyes  from  Baden,  &c.,  so  that 
native  clients  were  not  obliged  to  apply  to  a  difierent  manufacturer 
for  each  one  of  the  articles  desired  to  purchase,  (rerman  commercial 
travellers,  moreover,  contributed  to  the  progress  of  German  trade  by 
organising  exhibitions  comprising  wide  ranges  of  cheap  goods. 

Amongst  the  “  European  ”  industries  developing  at  Casablanca  the 
following  are  mentioned : — Those  connected  with  building  and  con¬ 
structional  work,  wood  and  metal  working,  alimentary  goods,  and 
others,  such  as  printing,  and  the  preparation  of  “crin  vegetal.”  It 
is  anticipated  that  after  the  war  additional  factories  and  works  will 
spring  up  on  the  outskirts  of  Casablanca.  Native  industries  include 
carpet  making,  dyeing,  the  manufacture  of  rush  mats  and  art  pottery, 
w’ater  vessels,  &c.,  but  these  industries  are  stated  to  be  declining  as  a 
result  of  European  competition. 

In  addition  to  the  State  Bank  of  ^Morocco,  there  are  several  banks 
and  credit  societies  at  Casablanca  which  undertake  all  kinds  of 
banking  business,  and  the  leading  banks  have  agencies  in  the 
interior.  The  rate  of  discount  is  generally  7  per  cent.,  but  rises 
occasional!}'  to  8^  per  cent. 

The  “  ^lagasins  Gdn^raux  ”  issue  receipts  and  warrants  on  goo  Is 
deposited  (see  notice  on  p.  720  of  the  “  Board  of  Trade  Journal”  of 
2nd  September). 

French  currency  tends  more  and  more  to  replace  the  IMoroccan 
currency  amongst  Europeans,  but  scarcely  any  French  gold  is  in 
circulation.  The  bills  of  exchange  usually  dealt  in  are  those 
negotiated  through  the  Bank  of  Algeria. 

In  addition  to  the  military  railway  (see  notice  on  p.  328  of  the 
“  Board  of  Trade  Journal  ”  of  29th  April  last),  merchandise  can  be 
conveyed  into  the  interior  by  motor  vehicles.  A  number  of  motor 
transport  firms  are  established  at  Casablanca,  and  services  are  provided 
to  Rabat,  Fez,  Marakesh,  Mazagan,  Fedalah,  Ac.  A  cheaper  means 
of  transport  is  by  horse-drawm  vehicles.  Goods  are  also  transported 
by  camels. 

That  portion  of  the  pamphlet  which  relates  to  Chaouia  (Shawia) 
deals  mainly  with  agriculture  and  its  prospects.  In  this  connection 
the  notice  appearing  on  p.  59  of  this  issue  regarding  the  steps  taken 
to  facilitate  the  colonisation  and  development  of  Morocco  will  be  of 
interest.

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Netherlands. —  H.M.  Coneul-deneral  at  Rotterdam  (Mr.  E.  G.  R. 
Maxse,  C.M.tJ.)  reports  the  publication  of  an  official  summar}’^  of  the 
economic  position  of  the  Netherlands  for  the  month  of  July,  from  which 
it  appears  that,  whilst  no  doubt  the  increased  cost  of  living  and 
unemplo5^ment  have  entailed  great  sufferings  on  manj"  people,  there 
are  no  symptoms  of  any  considerable  decrease  in  the  prosperity  of  the 
Netherlands.  In  Julj’  there  was  practicalK’  no  change  in  Rhine 
shipping  to  neighbouring  countries  in  comparison  with  previous 
months  ;  the  average  tonnage  per  month  is  about  one  quarter  of  that  for 
the  corres|>onding  months  in  1913  and  1914.  The  Rhine  ciaft  which 
are  not  plying  are  mostly  used  as  floating  warehouses,  (foods  traffic, 
although  not  what  it  was  before  the  war,  is  fairly  satisfactory  ; 
passenger  traffic  has  greatly  iniprov’ed  during  the  summer  months. 
The  total  receipts  have  been  but  slightly  l>elow  those  of  1914. 
Ocean  freights  declined  considerably  during  May,  June  and  July, 
and  this,  taken  together  with  the  rise  in  the  juice  of  coal,  has 
made  shipping  less  remunerative  than  it  was  in  the  j)revious  quarter. 
The  financial  i*esults  are,  however,  satisfactory,  and  by  the  time  the 
summary  referred  to  was  jniblished  a  considerable  rise  in  freights  had 
already  set  in. 

Many  Dutch  ships  have  been  sold  abi  oad  at  high  j^rices.  During  the 
first  half  of  Julj’,  si.xteen  steamers,  one  motor  boat  and  one  lighter,  with 
a  total  gross  tonnage  of  37,320  tons,  were  thus  sold.  As  against  this 
loss  twenty  steamers  and  one  motor  lx)at,  rejjresenting  a  tonnage  of 
65,999  tons,  were  added  to  the  commercial  fleet.  In  June,  64  steamers 
aggregating  269,000  tons  were  ordere{l,  which  represents  an  increase 
of  the  |>resent  fleet  by  some  20  j>er  cent. 

The  passenger  traffic  to  the  Netherlands  East  and  West  Indies  on 
the  whole  showed  a  decrease.  'J'he  same  can  be  said  of  the  cargo  traffic. 
Many  vessels  which  in  normal  times  traded  to  Netherlands  jwrts 
abroad  are  now  trading  between  foreign  ports.  At  Groningen 
shipping  has  somewhat  imjiroveil.  Certain  owners  have  resumed 
traffic  with  Portugal,  and  others  with  the  United  Kingdom,  Sweden 
and  Norwa3\  Shij->ping  at  Rotterdam  is  steadily  declining  and  was 
considerabh’  less  in  the  June  quarter  than  in  the  j^receding  quarter. 
Amsterdam,  on  the  contraiw’,  maintains  its  shipping  at  about  the 
same  level. 

'Phe  cotton  industry  has  suffered  from  the  lack  of  dyes,  raw  cotton 
and  cotton  j'ams,  but  there  would  seem  to  be  fair  j)rosj>ects  of  getting 
over  these  difficulties.  The  building  trade  is  verj’  depressed  and  in  a 
precarious  condition,  which  may  also  l)e  said  of  the  diamond  industry, 
the  Maastricht  earthenware  industry,  and  the  l>ottle  industry.  'Phis 
unfavoui-able  condition  of  affairs  is  counterbalanced,  however,  by 
prosperity  in  the  metal  industry,  shijj-building  yards,  and  machinery 
works,  resulting  from  the  building  of  man)”  new  ocean-going  vessels. 
The  fla.x,  glass,  cable  and  mining  industries  are  also  in  a  flourishing 
condition.  Agriculture,  too,  is  in  a  very  jirosperous  condition,  and 
record  prices  have  been  obtained  for  its  products.  Sea  fishery  also  is 
again  yielding  good  results.  (C.  3i,«t:t.)

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Portag^nese  East  Africa  (Louren^o  Marques). — H.M.  C’onsul-Geoeral 
at  Lourenfo  Marques  (Mr.  E.  .MacDonnell)  reports  that  no  details 
of  imports  into  Loureiifo  Manjues  in  1914  are  available,  but 
the  supply  of  textiles,  which  in  1913  was  represented  by 
imports  of  .£79,769  of  cotton  cloth,  and  £54,475  of  cloth  un¬ 
specified,  has  varied  little  each  year.  In  view,  however,  of  the 
exceptional  circumstances  which  prevailed  during  the  concluding 
portion  of  1914,  it  is  probable  that  the  annual  Customs  returns  will 
show  that  there  was  a  heavy  decrease  in  that  year,  Piactically  the 
whole  of  the  imports  of  textiles  into  Lourenfo  Maniues  prior  to  the 
outbreak  of  the  war  were  of  British  origin,  although  shipped  to  some 
extent  from  Continental  ports  such  as  Hamburg  and  Idsbon.  Although 
in  many  cases  the  materials  were  stamp»*d,  or  printed,  or  prepared 
for  sale  in  such  ways  as  would  lead  to  the  conclusion  that  they  were 
of  Continental  origin,  the  materials  were  chiefly  from  the  mills  of  the 
Cnited  Kingdom.  Portugal  is  a  very  large  exporter  of  textiles  to 
Lourenfo  Marques,  the  reason  being  that  by  “nationalising”  the 
goods  in  Lisbon,  consignees  save  20  per  cent,  on  the  customs 
duties  on  arrival  at  Louren^*o  Marques.  This  “  nationalisation  ’’  of 
goods,  which  must  of  necessity  have  an  adverse  effect  upon  the 
revenues  of  the  Colony,  is  very  widely  practised,  and  is  effected 
merely  by  the  payment  of  a  small  fee  of  12s.  6d.  p<‘r  ship’s  manifest 
entry. 

Among  various  other  articles  imported  are  those  from  the  Indian 
Empire,  including  flour,  tea,  sugar,  matches,  ghee,  cheap  looking- 
glasses,  and  various  inferior  quality  blue  and  white  calicoes,  as  well 
as  a  little  teak  furniture.  Even  prior  to  the  outbreak  of  the  war  it 
was  not  considered  likely  that  ti’ade  with  India  would  increase 
to  any  great  extent,  and  now  British  Indian  merchants  established 
in  Lonrenvo  Marques  are  stocking  their  stores  on  an  increasing  scale 
from  Euroj)ean  and  Continental  firms,  often  indenting  direct,  and 
frequently  placing  their  orders  with  the  local  representative  of  a 
Continental  firm. 

It  should  be  borne  in  mind  that  the  terms  of  credit  usually 
expected  by,  and  granted  to,  Indian  traders  by  local  agents  are 
prejudicial  to  the  participation  of  British  manufacturers  in  the 
trade  of  the  Ijourenfo  Manjues  market,  and  neglect  on  the  part 
of  wholesale  firms  to  make  proper  enquiries  respecting  customers, 
or  to  secure  guarantees  of  payment,  has  often  led  them  to  incur 
serious  losses.  There  are,  of  course,  many  British  and  Portuguese 
Indian  merchants  established  in  Loureiifo  Marques  who  are  in  every 
way  deserving  of  credit,  but  unfortunately  fhere  are  many  others 
who  cannot  be  descrilied  as  conscientious  in  the  settlement  of  their 
obligations.  Portuguese  laws  respecting  bankruptcy  are  somewhat 
less  stringently  applied  than  are  British  bankruptcy  laws,  and  this 
fact  affords  a  rebige,  easy  and  not  infrequently  sought,  for  the 
merchant  who  finds  himself  unable  to  meet  his  creditors.  Since  the 
outbreak  of  the  war,  however,  money  has  become  more  scarce,  and 
commercial  transactions  have  been  conducted  as  fai’  as  possible  on  a 
cash  basis. 
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An  important  item  in  the  import  trade  of  Lourenfo  Marques 
is  the  Kaffir  truck  trade,  which  is  almost  entirely  in  the  hands 
of  Indian  traders,  both  British  and  Portuguese.  The  principal 
articles  sold  in  this  trade  are  cotton  goods  of  various  descriptions. 
It  may  l>e  taken  for  granted  that  in  most  cases  the  Indian  trader, 
when  setting  up  in  business,  has  a  Bombay  supporter  l>ehind  him, 
and  that  he  is  able  to  obtain  goods  on  extensive  terms  of  credit  from 
Kuro})ean  firms  having  representatives  in  Lourenfo  Marques.  Owing, 
however,  to  the  uncertainty  of  the  market,  and  the  long  terras  of 
credit  asked  for,  British  merchants  have  up  to  the  pi'esent  preferred 
to  leave  this  class  of  business  to  Continental  firms.  Prior  to  the 
outbreak  of  the  war  many  large  Continental  firms  had  been  in  the 
habit  of  giving  terms  of  credit  of  from  four  to  seven  months,  with 
the  right  to  renew  the  bills  again  on  maturity  for  a  further  DO 
days.  This  method  of  business  has  been  the  principal  cause  of  the 
unsound  financial  condition  of  the  Portuguese  East  African  markets.

trade'knquiries  regarding  markets  abroad. 

The  Commercial  Intelligence  Branch  of  the  Board  of  Trade 
invites  applications  from  manufacturers  and  exporters  of  United 
Kingdom  goods  who  are  desirous  of  extending  their  trade  iu 
markets  abroad.  Such  applications  should  specify  the  countries 
for  which  information  is  desired,  and  indicate — 

(rt)  The  precise  kind  of  goods  about  which  the  enquirer  desires 
information,  and 

(ft)  The  particular  points  in  regard  to  which  he  especially  w’ants 
to  be  informed. 

Attention  is  directed  to  this  matter  because,  if  applicants  would 
make  their  enquiries  more  jrrecise,  they  would  benefit  by  receiving 
more  precise  information.  It  would  .also  be  in  their  interest  to  state 
whether  they  have  already  succeeded  in  obtaining  any  trade  in  the 
countries  in  question,  whether  they  are  represented  by  agents  there, 
and  if  so  by  whom,  and  whether  they  are  satisfied  with  their  repre¬ 
sentation. 

Applicants  for  information  may  apply  direct  to  H.M.  Trade  Com¬ 
missioners  and  the  Imperial  Trade  Correspondents  in  the  Dominions, 
the  correspondents  of  the  Commercial  Intelligence  Branch  of  the 
Board  of  Trade  in  other  parts  of  the  tlmpire,  and  to  li.M.  Consular 
Officers  in  foreign  countries,  but  it  is  generally  desirable  that  they 
should  apply,  in  the  first  instance,  to  the  Commercial  Intelligence 
Branch,  73,  Basinghall  Street,  London,  E.C.,  because  by  the  adoption 
of  this  course  much  delay  may  be  avoided  in  those  cases  in  which 
the  Branch  is  already  in  possession  of  the  required  information. 
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Responsibility  for  Risks. 

The  Commercial  Intelligence  Branch  of  the  Board  of  Trade  is  in 
receipt  of  a  copy  of  a  communication  recently  issued  by  the 
Iklanchester  Association  of  Importers  and  Exporters  to  its  members, 
dealing  with  the  question  of  responsibility  for  risks  while  goods 
are  in  transit  from  senders’  premises  until  received  on  board  ship. 
As  the  information  therein  contained  may  be  of  interest  to  United 
Kingdom  firms  generally,  the  text  of  the  communication  is  reproduced 
below : —

In  the  report  of  the  Association  for  the  year  ended  February,  1015, 
(pages  20  to  23)  there  are  recorded  a  series  of  questions  put  to  the 
Solicitors  of  the  Association  and  their  answers  thereto. 

The  gist  of  those  answers  is  summed  iip  in  the  following  paragraphs 
on  pages  22  and  23 : — 

“  The  Council,  after  considering  the  above-mentioned  answers, 
summarised  them  as  follows  : — 

“  Two  points  stand  out  clearly,  viz. : — 

“  First. — That  when  goods  are  ordered  by  a  free-on-board 
buyer  to  lie  delivered  at  a  certain  quay,  the  goods  remain  at  the 
risk  of  the  seller,  until  loaded  on  board  the  steamer,  unless  the 
intention,  that  the  goods  lie  at  the  buyer’s  risk,  be  expressed  in 
the  written  contract  between  the  parties. 

“  Second. — Dealing  with  the  other  matter  raised,  which  does 
not  affect  the  question  as  to  the  risk  of  the  seller  on  free-on¬ 
board  terms,  if  the  steamship  owner’s  wharfinger  gives  a  receipt 
stating  that  the  goods  are  not  at  his  but  at  the  shipper’s  risk 
until  taken  on  board,  the  shipper  requires  to  see  that  the  quay 
risk  is  insured.  The  carrier’s  risk  ceases,  as  a  matter  of  course, 
as  soon  as  he  has  delivered  the  goods  on  the  quay. 

“  A  great  many  copies  of  the  wharfinger’s  receipts,  which  are 
in  use  at  Liverpool  and  Manchester,  have  been  obtained,  and  it 
is  found  that  they  all  state,  in  substance,  although  the  wording 
varies,  that  all  goods  lying  on  the  quay  are  in  all  respects  at  the 
shipper’s  risk. 

“  When  the  shipper’s  marine  policies  cover  the  risk  from 
warehouse  to  port  of  destination  he  is,  of  course,  covered  in 
respect  of  the  quay  risk.  But  if  any  shipper’s  marine  policies 
only  cover  the  risk  while  the  goods  are  on  board  the  steamer 
and  the  shipper  does  not  take  out  a  policy  to  cover  the  risk 
while  the  goods  are  on  the  quay  aw’aiting  shipment,  he  is  running 
the  risk  of  damage  by  fire  until  the  goods  are  actually  taken  on 
board  the  steamer.” 

Since  the  publication  of  the  Report  other  important  questions 
relating  to  the  risk  on  goods  while  in  transit  to  ships  have  been 
submitted  by  members  for  the  consideration  of  the  Council : — 
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(1)  Itesponsihility  of  Rail  way  Companies  as  Carriers. 

'I’he  following  notice,  dated  5th  August,  1914,  was  issued  by  the 
Railway  Clearing  House : — 

“  Notice  is  hereby  given  that  in  consequence  of  the  Europeati 
war  crisis  the  regular  goods  train  and  cargo  boat  service  usually 
run  by  the  railway  companies  may  be  considerably  curtailed  or 
interrupted,  and  that  traffic  can  only  be  accepted  as  it  can  be 
dealt  with,  and  then  only  on  the  understanding  that  responsi¬ 
bility  will  not  be  accept^  for  any  delay,  damage,  or  loss  which 
may  arise  through  any  such  curtailment  or  interruption.” 

One  of  the  leading  railway  com]>anie8  in  response  to  a  request  for 
■explanation  of  this  Railway  Clearing  House  Notice  wrote  as  follows  : — 
“  With  further  reference  to  your  letter  of  the  22nd  instant 
resjwting  payment  of  claims  for  loss  of,  or  damage  to,  merchan¬ 
dise  traffic,  1  may  say  that  during  the  }>eriod  of  Government 
control  of  the  railways  we  are  accepting  the  ordinary  liabilities 
of  common  carriers,  subject,  however,  to 

“  (1)  The  provisions  of  the  Notice  to  the  Public  issued  by  the 
Railway  Executive  Committee  through  the  medium  of  the  Rail¬ 
way  Clearing  House  on  5th  August. 

“  (2)  Congestion  or  difficulties  that  may  occur  at  our  stations 
and  yards,  following  upon  shortage  of  trained  staff  due  to  our 
regular  men  being  with  the  colours,  and 

“  (3)  The  provisions  of  any  statute  cr  spec-ial  contracts  re¬ 
stricting  our  ordinary  common  law  liabilities.” 

It  will  be  observed  that  the  railway  companies  thus  give  notice  that 
they  will  not  be  liable  for  damage  or  loss  from  exceptional  circum¬ 
stances  caused  by  the  war. 

(2).  Fire  Risk  after  Arrival  oj  Goods  for  Erport  at  Station  of 

Destination. 

On  the  arrival  of  goods  at  a  raihway  station  the  railway  companies 
issue  a  notice  which,  inter  alia,  contains  the  following  clause : — 

“  (6).  The  transit  shall  in  no  case  extend  beyond  (a)  the  time 
when  goods  carted  by  the  company  are  unloaded  or  tendered  at 
the  address  to  which  they  are  consigned  ;  (h)  the  expiration  of 
24  hours  after  notice  of  arrival  of  the  goo<l8,  posted  by  the 
Company,  is  due  for  delivery  to  the  Consignee  in  the  ordinary 
course  of  post,  or  notice  of  arrival  is  given  to  him  personally  or 
delivered  at  his  address;  or  (c)  the  expiration  of  24  hours  after 
the  arrival  of  the  goods  at  the  station  to  which  they  are 
consigned  whenever  the  address  of  the  Consignee  is  unknown.” 

The  Railway  Companies  thus  notif)’  that,  when  the)^  do  not  cart 
the  goo<i8,  they  will  lie  at  the  owner’s  risk  on  the  expiration  of  the 
24  hours’  period  if  not  previously  removed. 

Owners  of  goods  should  bear  this  notice  in  mind,  especially  now, 
when  it  is  often  difficult  to  obtain  catts  promptly. 

The  Council,  after  grave  consideration,  informed  the  members  who 
laid  these  im|>ortant  matters  before  them,  that  it  might  be  wise  for 
senders  of  goods  to  take  out  policies  during  the  war  covering  the 
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fire  risk  on  export  goods  from  their  premises  until  received  on  board 
ship.  The  Council  were  given  to  understand  that  the  members  who 
raised  these  points  had  adopted  this  course. 

Risk  on  Dock  Quays  when  the  Shipment  of  Goods  is  delayed. 

The  attention  of  the  Council  was  also  drawn  to  the  following  notice 
recently  issued  by  shipowners  : — 

“  In  view  of  the  present  abnormal  position  caused  by  the  war, 
it  frequently  happens  that  cargo  is  shut  out  of  one  steamer  and 
goes  in  another,  or,  owing  to  congestion  on  the  quays  or  other 
unavoidable  causes,  goods  may  be  loaded  on  board  an  earlier 
steamer  than  expected,  and  it  is  frequently  impossible  for  us  to 
advise  shippers  of  any  alteration  before  steamers  sail. 

“  As  we  are  unable  to  accept  any  liability^  in  this  connection,  we 
respectfully  suggest  that  shippers,  in  making  their  insurance  \ 
arrangements,  should  provide  against  possible  loss  arising  from 
the  contingencies  referred  to.” 

Shippers  are  doubtless  alive  to  the  necessity  of  protectirfg  them¬ 
selves  by  insuring  the  lire  risk  on  such  goods,  but  the  Council  never¬ 
theless  think  it  desirable  to  bring  this  notice  before  them.

GERMAN  METHODS  OF  BUSINESS  IN  CEYLON. 

Mr.  E.  B.  Denham,  Principal  Assistant  Colonial  Secretary  for 
Ceylon,  writes  (despatch  received  through  the  Colonial  Office)  to 
the  following  effect  with  reference  to  the  remarks  on  the  above 
subject  contained  in  the  “Ceylon  Administrative  Reports,  1914 
(Part  II. — Revenue),”  from  which  the  article  on  pp.  959-61  of  last 
week’s  “  Board  of  Trade  Journal  ”  was  prepared  : — 

One  of  the  principal  reasons  for  the  success  of  German  trade  in 
the  branches  which  it  was  rapidly  making  its  own  is  that  the  British 
exporter  to  the  East  is  almost  invariably  a  large  firm,  and  native 
traders  say  that  they  cannot  make  any  profit  out  of  their  purchases 
from  such  a  firm.  They  get  no  special  terms,  the  prices  are  fixed,  so 
that  they  cannot  adjust  prices  to  suit  their  market,  and  they  cannot 
get  the  British  manufacturer  to  meet  their  wishes.  From  German 
firms  they  got  special  terms  for  comparatively  small  orders,  they 
might  even  get  a  monopoly,  and  their  suggestions  as  to  design  {e.g. 
a  picture  of  a  tiger  fight  on  the  cover  of  a  box),  shape  or  colour, 
received  attention ;  British  firms,  on  the  other  hand,  almost 
invariably  decline  to  give  any  firm  sole  rights. 

Mr.  Denham  states  that  he  has  seen  sample  after  sample  of  soaps, 
attractively  got  up  by  German  firms,  which  have  quite  cut  out  the 
soaps  manufactured  bj’  British  makers  who  do  not  trouble,  and 
probably  do  not  find  it  worth  their  while,  to  make  a  cheaper  article 
and  deck  it  out  in  a  more  attractive  form. 

It  is  cheapness,  however,  which  is  really  at  the  root  of  the  w'hole 
matter,  and  cheapness  does  not  necessarily  always  go  with  poorness 
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of  <|ualit3\  A  very  real  want  is  l)eing  felt  by  thousands  trom  the 
stoj)})age  of  German  trade,  and  Japan  is  endeavouring  fairly  success- 
full}’  to  suppl}’  the  want. 

Anyone  looking  inside  a  small  Imitique  or  native  hut  is  sure  to  see 
a  small  looking-glass  hanging  up  (just  a  stpiare  of  glass  in  a  rough 
red  frame) ;  these  mirrors  were  imported  from  German}’  at  a  cost  of 
1  ru|)ee  12  cts.  (about  Is.  (id.)  a  dozen  and  sold  at  10  cts.  (l^d.) 
each.  None  are  now  being  imported  and  there  is  no  substitute 
within  50  to  GO  cts.  (about  8d.  to  9^d.)  of  the  price  paid  tor  these 
cheap  mirrors.  There  are  manv  other  instances  which  could  be  given. 

The  }X)or  man  has  now  to  jiay  sometimes  double  the  price  he 
formerly  paid,  or  do  without  such  articles  as  needles  and  pins,  cheap 
writing  pajier,  braids  (practical!}’  unprocurable  at  a  low  price),  picture 
cords,  and  cheap  crockery  and  spoons.  From  actual  comparison  of 
prices  made  at  I’ettah  shops,  slate  pencils,  sewing  needles,  braid,  cheap 
feeding  bottles,  hooks  and  eyes,  have  doubled  in  price  since  the  com¬ 
mencement  of  the  war,  as  also  have  cheap  building  materials,  especi¬ 
ally  glass,  cement,  hinges,  &c. 

It  is  by  no  means  always  the  case  that  German  (inns  secured  a 
market  because  their  goods  are  the  more  gaudy.  They  realised  that 
Ceylon  is  a  market  in  which  the  buyer  is,  or  was,  accustomed  to  live 
and  support  a  family  on  a  shilling  a  day,  and  they  catered  for  and 
supplied  his  wants.  The  British  traders  in  the  Ceylon  market  tower 
al)ove  it  and  do  not  stoop  to  see  the  little  men  who  all  have  their 
wants  to  be  satisfied  and  their  little  luxuries.  A  British  Gnu  wdiich 
would  go  into  the  business  and  not  despise  its  smallness  should 
do  well.  (^0.  .30,305.) 


AHUANGEMEXT  WITH  THE  FRENCH  GOVERNMENT  FOR 
FACILITATING  THE  TRANSIT  THROUGH  FRANCE  OF 
GOODS  SENT  FROM  THE  UNITED  KINGDOM  UNDER 
LICENCE  TO  SWITZERLAND. 

The  Board  of  Trade  are  in  receipt,  through  the  Foreign  OfGce,  of 
information  to  the  effect  that  an  arrangement  has  been  concluded  with 
the  French  Government  whereby  goods,  the  exportation  of  which  from 
the  United  Kingdom  to  Switzerland  has  lieen  authorised  by  the  com¬ 
petent  authority  in  this  country,  will  be  allow’ed  to  pass  freely  in 
transit  through  France  to  their  destination  provided  that  the  French 
Authorities  have  no  special  ground  for  suspecting  an  enemy 
destination. 

Such  goods  must  be  accompanied  by  the  certiGcate,  already  in  use 
at  ports  in  the  United  Kingdom,  issued  in  respect  of  all  licensed 
exports  to  Switzerland  other  than  postal  parcels. 

This  certiGcate  is  not  issued  in  the  case  of  postal  parcels,  since  such 
parcels  containing  any  article  prohibited  to  be  exported  from  the 
United  Kingdom  have  attached  to  them  a  distinctive  label  indicating 
that  a  li(!ence  has  been  duly  granted  for  ex]X)rtation  to  Switzerland, 
and  it  is  understood  that  no  difficulties  have  arisen  in  connection  with 
the  transit  of  such  paiwls  through  France. 
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Arrangement  with  the  French  Government  for  FncilUating  the  Transit 
through  France  of  Goods  sent  from  the  United  Kingdom  under 
Licence  to  SwUzerhmd. 

The  Hoard  are  informed  that  the  French  Ciovernment  have  issued 
to  the  Frencli  Customs  Authorities  the  instructions  necessary  to  give 
effect  to  this  arrangement  as  from  the  4th  October. 

The  British  and  French  Lists  of  prohibited  and  restricted  exports 
being  now  practically  identical,  exports  to  Switzerland  which  are 
on  the  British  “free”  list  figure  on  the  French  “free”  list,  and  will 
not  therefore  be  detained  in  transit  through  France  by  the  French 
authorities  unless  the  latter  have  special  grounds  for  suspecting  an 
enemy  destination. 

In  this  connection,  information  has  been  received,  through  the 
Foreign  OHice,  from  His  Majesty’s  Ambassador  at  Baris,  to  the  effect 
that  the  French  authorities  strongly  advise  that  all  goods  destined  to 
be  sent  from  the  United  Kingdom  through  France  to  Switzerland 
should  be  shipped  to  the  port  of  Cette,  in  view  of  the  fact  that  the 
French  ports  in  the  Channel  and  the  Atlantic,  as  well  as  Marseilles, 
are  at  present  very  congested.  The  French  .Ministry  of  War  has,  it  is 
understood,  definitely  stated  that  the  port  of  Cette  is  reserved  by  the 
French  Government,  for  the  duration  of  the  war  at  all  events,  for 
Swiss  traffic.  Measures  have  been  taken  to  put  the  port  into  a  fit 
state  for  dealing  with  a  large  and  regular  trade. 

The  French  Government  suggest  that  the  passage  through  France 
of  goods  exported  from  the  United  Kingdom  to  Switzerland  would  be 
facilitated  if  shippers  of  such  goods  were  to  draw  up  a  notification, 
which  might  conveniently  be  in  the  subjoined  form,  and  forward  the 
same, -in  duplic.ate,  to  His  Majesty’s  Kmbassy  at  Baris  for  communi¬ 
cation  to  the  French  Government.  It  is  desirable  that  as  long  a 
notice  as  possible  should  be  given  of  the  imjiending  arrival  in  France 
of  goods  destined  for  Switzerland,  in  order  that  adequate  arrange¬ 
ments  for  rail  transport  through  the  former  country  may  be  made,  as 
far  as  the  present  abnormal  conditions  and  military  exigencies  admit. 
These  conditions  and  exigencies  may,  however,  cause  some  delay  even 
in  the  case  of  goods  which  have  been  notified.

ippi^  eryice  gft.amers  between  the  United  Kingdom  and 

the  KariTl^j^  Central  Silieria  vin  the  Kai-a  Sea,  the  following 
additional  information  is  extracted  from  a  report 
to  his  (Government  by  the  United  States  Commenual  Attache  at 
IVtrograd,  published  i«  the  daily  “  Commerce  Reports  ”  (Washington) 
for  2nd  September : — 

I’he  chief  difficulty  in  connection  with  this  northern  sea  route  to 
Siberia  is  the  ice  in  the  Kara  Sea,  which  during  the  greater  part  of 
the  year  is  too  dense  and  closelj’  packed  to  ]>ermit  of  safe  navigation. 
While  it  seems  entirely  possible  to  reach  the  mouths  of  the  Obi  and 
Yenesei  every  year  through  the  Kara  Sea  if  the  necessary  precautions 
are  taken,  it  is  important  not  to  go  into  the  ice  too  earl}’  in  the  season 
and  not  to  expect  the  navigable  season  to  last  very  long.  It  would 
seem  imprudent  for  a  ship  to  make  more  than  one  voj’age  to  the 
Y  enesei  River  and  back  during  any  one  season. 

Since  the  pivsent  pressure  on  the  Ti’ans-Siberian  Railway  for 
trans{X)rtation  of  goods  is  far  beyond  its  facilities,  the  Russian 
Government  considers  it  desirable  to  encourage  this  northern  sea 
route  and,  in  order  to  facilitate  navigation  to  and  from  »Siberia, 
w’ireless  telegraphic  stations  at  Nova  Zembla  and  Vaigach  Island  have 
been  installed  principally  to  rejxjrt  ice  conditions  in  the  Kara  Sea. 

It  would  l>e  {X)ssible  to  despatch  a  much  larger  number  of  ships  to 
the  ()bi  and  Yenesei  except  that  the  small  number  of  barges  and  tugs 
on  these  rivers  makes  it  impossible  to  transfer  more  than  alx)ut  7,000 
tons  .at  one  time.  As  there  is  a  serious  shortage  in  Siberia  of  various 
kinds  of  much-needed  manufactured  articles,  .and  a  glut  of  various 
local  produce  that  cannot  find  transportation  to  countries  where 
excellent  prices  could  be  obtained,  the  northern  sea  route  seems  to 
present  a  profitable  op}X)rtunity  for  trade. 

It  is  st.ated  that  next  year  the  number  of  barges  and  tugs  on  the 
Obi  and  Yenesei  w  ill  probiibly  l>e  increased,  so  that  it  will  be  practic¬ 
able  to  send  more  steamers  via  the  Kara  Sea.

ECUADOR. 

The  “  llegistro  Oficial  ”  (Quito)  of  1 1th  August  publishes  the  text  of  the 
Message  of  the  President  ot  Ecuador  at  the  open¬ 
ing  of  Congress  on  lOth  August,  from  which  the 
following  particulars  regarding  railway  extension 
in  the  Republic  are  extracted  : — 

Cuenca  liaihray. — In  1914  a  contract  was  entered  into  with  a 
German  firm  for  the  survey  of  a  railway  from  Iluigra  to  Cuenca,  but 
as  the  cost  of  this  scheme  would  have  proved  considerably  more  than 
was  at  first  thought,  the  Government  ordered  th.at  consideration  might 
be  given  to  a  line  through  Sibambe  to  Tipicocha,  whence  it  w'ould  be 
carried  to  Cuenca.  Roth  of  these  routes  are  being  studied.  It  is 
hoped  that  the  surveys  will  shortly  l)e  completed  and  it  will  then  be 
decided  which  is  the  more  convenient  route,  whether  from  iluigra  or 
Sibambe,  In  either  case  the  line  will  go  through  Tipicocha  to  Cuenca, 
a  distance  of  90  kiloms.,  the  plans  for  that  section  having  been  already 
approved.  Should  the  line  be  constructed  from  Iluigra,  the  distance 
to  'npicocha  would  be  57  kiloms. ;  from  Sibambe  the  distance  would 
be  only  40  kiloms.  A  consignment  ot  GOO  tons  of  rails  for  this  line 
is  ex|)ected  shortly  to  arrive  from  New'  York. 

Puerto-Bolivar-Zaynora  Railway. — The  survey  of  this  line  continues 
and  the  engineer  in  charge  of  the  works  has  submitted  plans  for 
50  kiloms.  of  the  coast  section  and  80  kiloms.  of  the  inter-Andine 
section  which  are  waiting  the  approval  of  the  Government. 

Guayaquil- Salinas  Railway. — During  the  last  year  the  extent  of 
line  under  construction  has  been  increased  from  25  to  GO  kiloms. 

Mania-Santa  Ana  Railway. — This  line,  which  is  owned  by  a  Rritish 
company,  has  been  completed  and  opened  to  public  traffic.  It  is 
hoped  that  the  line  will  be  extended  to  I’ajan,  by  way  of  Jipijapa. 

Amhato-Curaray  Railway. — During  the  past  year  19  kiloms.  of  ne\y 
line  have  been  laid.

The  pro¬ 
duction  of  these  Stales  was  all  of  the  variety  known  in  the  trade 
as  “flake”  graphite  that  occurs  as  small  flakes,  forming  5  to  10 
pt*r  cent,  by  weight,  of  crystalline  schists,  from  which  it  is  separated 
by  more  or  less  complicated  milling  processes.  In  addition  to  this  a 
small  qinantity  of  crystalline  graphite,  resembling  in  a  general  way 
the  Ceylon  graphite,  was  produced  in  Montana.  The  total  production 
of  crystalline  graphite  showed,  as  a  result  of  increa.sed  production  in 
Alabama,  a  slight  increase  both  in  quantity  and  in  value,  as  compai'ed 
with  1013.  'I'he  number  of  producing  firms  w.as  7  in  all:  3  in 
Alabama.  1  in  Montana,  2  in  New  York,  and  1  in  Pennsylvania. 

Amorphous  graphite  was  produced  by  3  firms  and  the  production 
was  considerably  below  that  for  1913.  All  of  this  material  was  of 
low  grade,  suited  for  paint  pigment  and  foundry  facings. 

The  Bulletin,  which  contains  a  bibliography  of  works  dealing  w’ith 
the  occurrence,  methods  of  treatment  and  uses  of  graphite,  &c.,  may

'I’he  quantit}^  of  iron  ore  shipped  from  the  mines  (marketed)  in  the 
United  States  in  1914  amounted  to  39,714,280  tons,  valued  at 
71,905,079  dols.  as  compared  with  59,643,098  tons  valued  at 
130,905,558  dols.  marketed  in  1913.  I'his  represents  a  decrease  in 
quantity  of  19,928,818  tons  or  33.41  per  cent.,  and  in  value  of 
59,000,479  dols.  or  45‘07  per  cent.  (C.  30,203.)

CHILE. 

II. M.  Consul  at  Antofagasta  (Mr.  11.  W.  Bird)  reports,  under  date 
.  2 1st  July,  a  slight  renewed  activity  in  the  nitrate 

Nitrate  Industry,  industry  and  the  re-opening  of  several  “  oficinas  ” 
in  that  district  which  had  closed  down.  The 
stocks  of  nitrate  on  the  coast  on  3 1st  December,  1914,  amounted  to 
23,567,346  quintals  (of  101  *4  lbs.).  The  production  for  the  first  half 
of  the  current  year  was  12,638,491  quintals,  while  exports  during  the 
same  period  amounted  to  18,045,823  quintals,  leaving  18,160,014 
quintals  in  stock  at  30th  June. 

Most  of  the  “  ohcinas  ”  now  working  are  producing  refined  nitrate 
(96  per  cent,  nitrate  with  a  guarantee  of  not  more  than  1  per  cent, 
salt)  which  is  sold  for  the  making  of  explosives,  and  it  is  possible 
that  stocks  are  now  running  short  in  view  of  the  purchases  being  made 
by  the  United  .States  and  belligerent  nations. 

The  labour  question  is  being  largely  solved  by  the  policy  of  the 
Government  in  granting  free  passages  in  its  transports  to  unemployed 
men  in  the  south,  who  are  willing  to  return  to  the  nitrate  districts. 

As  the  annual  production  of  nitrate  before  the  war  amounted  to 
some  60,000,000  quintals  it  can  easily  be  seen  how  the  industry  has 
suffered,  the  total  production  for  the  year*  ended  30th  June  last 
having  amounted  to  only  34,000,000  quintals. 

The  import  trade  generally  has  been  comparatively  small  owing  to 
very  large  stocks  held  when  the  war  broke  out,  but  a  goo<l  sign  is 
the  way  drafts  held  by  the  local  banks  against  goods  deposited  in  the 
customs  are  being  taken  up  and  merchandise  cleared  by  merchants 
who  were  unable  to  do  so  previously.  (C,  .30.22 1.) 

*  Owing  to  incrcJiseil  ilemaiid,  and  the  re-<>j)ciiing  of  “  oficinas,”  it  is  now  estimated 
that  by  the  end  of  this  3’ear  the  prixluction  will  lx*  at  the  rate  of  4. .500, 000  quintals

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UNITED  KINGDOM. 

The  number  of  bales  of  cotton  imported  into  the  United  Kingdom 
during  the  week  ended  30th  September,  1915,  was 
Cotton  Statistics.  38,371,  and  the  number  imjx)rted  during  the 
thirty-nine  weeks  ended  30th  September,  1915, 
w’as  4,005,137  (including  4,447  bales  British  West  Indian,  4,140  bales 
British  West  African,  17,381  bales  British  Bast  African,  and  979 
bales  foreign  East  African).  The  number  of  bales  exported  during  the 
week  ended  30th  September,  1915,  w'as  11,105,  and  during  the  thirty- 
nine  weeks  523,587.

RUSSIA. 

The  “  Torg.  Prom,  (lazeta”  (Petrograd)  of  8th — 21st  September, 
publishes  the  following  particulars  with  regard  to  the 
estimated  cotton  crop  in  Central  Asia  and  Trans- 
Caucasus,  and  the  quantity  of  cotton  available  for 
the  manufacturing  industries  : — 

From  the  latest  data  available,  it  appears  that 
the  prospect  of  the  cotton  crop  in  Russian  Turkestan 
continues  to  be  ver}'  favourable.  In  many  districts  growers  anticipate 
a  considerably  larger  jdeld  than  in  1914;  the  statistical  bureau  for 
Turkestan  estimates  that  the  area  under  cotton  this  year  is  10  per 
cent,  higher  than  the  figures  for  1914,  and  it  is  computed  that  the 
yield  of  cotton  will  he  not  less  than  15  per  cent,  greater  than  that  of 
last  year.  In  Russian  territory  alone  the  crop  is  estimated  at 
13,570,000  pr)ud8  of  raw  cotton,  and  if  to  this  be  added  the  estimated 
yield  tor  the  adjoining  regions  of  Khiva  and  Bukhara,  the  aggregate 
amount  is  jiut  at  10,770,000  pouds,  or  an  increase  of  approximately 
1,200,000  |H)uds  over  the  1914  figures. 

In  the  Trans-Caucasus,  on  the  other  hand,  the  area  sown  with  cotton 
is  less  than  last  year,  the  cause  being  due,  amongst  other  things,  to 
the  unprofitable  turnover  on  the  sale  of  last  year’s  harvest,  and  also  to 
the  dearth  and  expense  of  plantation  labour.  Moreover,  growers  have 
preferred  to  put  their  land  under  grain,  as  being  a  more  profitable 
venture  during  the  present  time.  It  is  estimated  that  92,250 
dessiatines  are  under  cotton  in  the  Trans-Caucasus  this  year  as  com¬ 
pared  with  an  average  of  125,123  dessiatines  for  the  four  years  1911 
to  1914.  Under  normal  conditions  the  yield  for  the  first-mentioned 
figuivs  would  come  to  approximately  1,500,000  pouds  of  raw  cotton. 

As  regards  the  position  of  Russian  cotton,  weaving  and  spinning 
mills,  and  the  probable  amount  of  raw  cotton  available  during  the 
coming  twelve  months,  it  should  be  observed  that  the  amount  of  raw' 
cotton  at  their  dis{)osal  during  the  working  year  1st  September, 
1914,  to  31  st  August,  1915,  aggregated  some  30,000,000  pouds.  Of 
this  amount,  17,500,000  pouds  came  from  Central  Asia  and  the

IVans-CaucasHS,  some  6,200,000  pouds  were  imported  from  abroad 
during  the  summer  of  1915,  and  the  stocks  on  hand  at  mills 
and  in  warehouses  on  1st  September,  1914,  amounted  to  about 
6,000,000  ponds.  It  will  be  seen,  therefore,  that  the  total  amount 
of  raw  cotton  at  tht»  disposal  of  Russian  manufacturers  during 
the  period  aliove  referred  to,  w'as  about  30,000,000  })oud8.  It  is 
estimated  that  of  the  foregoing  cjuautity  about  25,000,000  pouds  were 
actually  worked  up  at  the  factories.  On  the  basis  of  the  above  data 
it  is  estimated  that  the  quantity  of  cotton  available  for  the  coming 
working  year  w'ill  be  just  about  sufficient  for  the  requirements  of 
Russian  weavers  and  spinners.

CHINA. 

H.M.  Consul  at  Wuchow'  (Mr.  C.  Kirke)  re|)orts  that  for  years 
past  an  increase  of  imports  of  cotton  yarn  into 
Imports  of  W^ichow  has  been  noticeable,  the  decrease  in  the 
Cotton  Yam  into  years  1911  and  1913,  as  compared  with  j)revious 
Wuchow.  years,  having  been  due  to  special  circumstances. 

According  to  a  Customs  report  the  decreased 
import  in  1913  was  caused  in  part  by  the  failure  of  the  rice  crop 
which  restricted  the  buying  powers  of  the  farmers,  who  generally 
purchase  cotton  yarn  and  make  it  into  native  fabrics  lor  their 
own  use. 

For  the  last  four  or  five  years  there  has  been  a  tendency  to  sup])ly 
yarn  rid  the  West  River  to  the  area  formerly  supplied  from  I’akhoi, 
and,  what  is  more  important,  the  cotton  yarn  merchants  of  Anshunfu 
and  other  towns  in  South  Kwei-chau  .and  even  in  Yunn.an  have  been 
procuring  their  stocks  at  Hong  Kong  and  conveying  them  to  their 
destination  vid  Wuchow,  instead  of,  as  formerly,  purchasing  the  yarn 
at  Sh.anghai  and  transporting  it  inland  via  Hankow.  The  continued 
improvement  in  communications  by  the  increasing  numbers  of  motor 
lx)ats  running  on  the  various  waterw.ays  of  the  JVovince  should  do 
much  to  further  this  trade. 

The  whole  of  the  trade  of  Wuchow  and  other  towns  in  the  Province, 
with  the  exception  of  shipping,  kerosene  oil  and  a  few  special  articles, 
is  ill  Chinese  hands,  and  is  likely  to  remain  so.  With  regard  to 
cotton  yarn,  a  large  proportion,  possibly  one  half,  of  the  total  annual 
amount  purchased  is  imported  by  two  local  Chinese  hongs.  The 
remainder  is  purchased  by  up-country  dealers  from  Chinese  firms  in 
Hong  Kong,  through  the  medium  of  Chinese  brokers  in  Wuchow  and 
Nanning. 

T'he  amount  of  Japanese  yarn  imported  is  not  very  large,  but 
is  increasing.  (C.l.B.  89,62h.) 
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JAPAN. 

With  reference  to  the  notice  on  p.  833  of  the  “  Board  of  Trade 
Journal”  of  17th  June,  and  to  previous  notices, 
relative  to  the  curtailment  of  output  in  the 
Japanese  cotton  spinning  industry,  II. M.  \'ice- 
Consul  at  Osaka  (Mr.  O.  White)  reports  that, 
at  a  meetinj^  of  the  Ckjmniittee  of  the  Cotton 
Spinners’  Association  on  20th  August,  it  was 
decided  to  continue  in  force  the  present  curtailment  of  output  for 
a  further  three  months,  that  is,  until  31et  January  next.  The  present 
scale  of  curtailment  is  10  per  cent,  of  the  spindles  to  be  stopped  con¬ 
stantly  and  all  machinery  to  l^e  stopped  for  four  days  and  nights 
a  month,  and  this  arrangement  would  have  terminated  on  Jlst 
October  but  for  the  decision  of  the  Assotnation  as  above. 

The  view  was  at  one  time  expressed  that  it  would  be  possible  to 
resume  full  working  from  1st  Noveml>er,  but  the  export  trade  has 
Wen  much  interfered  with :  first  by  the  negotiations  between  the 
Covernments  of  Japan  and  China,  and  later  b\'  the  boycott  which 
was  started  on  the  conclusion  of  those  negotiations. 

The  total  export  of  cotton  yarns  up  to  20th  August  from  Kobe  and 
Osaka  totalled  £3,31'2,000  as  against  £.4,779,000  for  the  corresponding 
period  of  1914.  That  the  prospects  of  trade  at  home  and  abroad, 
however,  are  regarded  optimistically  is  shown  by  the  fact  that  mill 
extensions  are  proceeding  steadily.  It  is  estimated  that  the  number 
of  spindles  installed  on  1st  August  was  2,779,000,  that  spindles  in 
couree  of  erection  amounted  to  26,000,  and  that  orders  for  new 
spindles  amounted  to  300,000  more.  (C.I.B.  46,9»:9.)

With  reference  to  the  notice  on  page  783  of  the  “  Board  of  Trade 
Journal  ”  of  9th  September  relative  to  rice  crop 
Rice  Crop  Prospects,  prospects  and  market  conditions  in  Japan, 
H.M.  Commercial  Attache  at  Yokohama  (Mr. 
E.  F.  Crowe,  C.M.G.)  reports,  under  date  3rd  September,  that  after 
the  transplanting  of  the  rice  the  weather  was  rather  cool  but  after  the 
middle  of  July  weather  conditions  were  very  favourable,  and  although 
in  August  there  was  a  certain  amount  of  cloudy  weather,  the 
temperature  was  high.  In  spite  of  the  fact  that  damage  by  insects 
was  more  severe  than  in  previous  years  the  crop  all  over  the  country 
promises  well,  and  on  27th  August  the  crop  was  estimated  at 
57,680,525  koku,  an  increase  of  680,317  koku  over  last  year’s  crop, 
and  an  increase  of  6,374,172  koku,  or  about  12  per  cent.,  over  a 
normal  year’s  crop.

SOUTH  AUSTRALIA. 

The  Commercial  Intelligence  Hranch  of  the  Board  of  Trade  is  in 
receipt  of  a  copy  of  the  Report  for  1913-11 
Fisheries  in  1913-14.  of  the  Chief  ln8|)ector  of  Fisheries  in  South 
Australia,  from  which  it  appears  that  the 
in.shore  and  fresh  wat^r  fisheries  of  the  State  generally,  and  the 
oyster  fisheries  in  particular,  were  seriously  afiected  by  drought. 
During  the  coming  winter  it  is  hoped  to  be  able  to  supply  the  orders 
for  fish  that  were  cancelled  owing  to  the  dry  season,  and  re-stocking 
will  be  necessary  in  places  as,  unfortunatelj%  the  extieme  drought 
conditions  threaten  materiall}”  to  reduce  the  natural  increase. 

'riie  estimated  total  catch  during  the  period  from  Ist  July,  1013, 
to  31at  December,  191  1,  amounted  to  135,000  cwts.  of  fish,  10,500 
cwts.  of  crayfish,  and  890  bags  of  oysters,  the  total  value  being 
1252,000. 


NEW  ZEALAND. 

With  reference  to  the  notice  on  p.  921  of  the  “Board  of  Trade 
n  A  ♦  Journal”  of  2kh  June  last  relative  to  building  * 

umifling  Activity  in  Auckland.  1 1. M.  Trade  Commissioner 

•  for  New  Zealand  (Mr.  W.  G.  Wickham)  has 
forwarded  an  extract  from  the  local  press,  dated  l  ith  August,  to  the 
effect  that  this  activity  is  increasing,  and  though  several  large 
contracts  have  recently  been  completed  or  are  nearl}’  finished,  leading 
architects  state  that  fresh  contracts  may  be  exjiected  to  be  put  in 
hand  very  soon.  Although  certain  projects  are  still  in  abeyance 
pending  more  favourable  financial  conditions,  more  confidence  is  being 
felt  by  many  people,  with  the  result  that  money  is  being  released  for 
building  investments. 

As  regards  the  erection  of  tlTe  new  insurance  office  mentioned  in 
the  notice  above  referred  to,  the  whole  of  the  steel  framework  for  the 
rear  portion  of  the  buildings,  together  with  the  walls  and  concrete 
floors,  have  been  completed  up  to  the  fourth  storey.  A  commence¬ 
ment  has  been  made  with  a  new  brick  structure  of  four  storeys  which 
is  being  built  by  a  freezing  companj’  and  will  be  equipped  with  the 
most  modern  cold  storage  appliances.  Plans  and  specifications  for 
new  workmen’s  dwellings  which  are  being  prepared  for  the  Auckland 
City  Council  will  shortly  be  completed  and  tenders  will  be  invited. 

A  contract  has  been  let  by  the  Epsom  Road  Board  for  a  new  fire 
brigade  station.  (C.I.B.  46,720.) 


FIJI. 

According  to  a  report  by  the  Receiver-General  at  Suva  on  the  trade 
and  commerce  of  the  Colony  of  Fiji  for  1914,  the 
value  of  the  exports  for  that  year  amounted  to 
£1,389,865,  as  compared  wdth  £1,425,940  in  the 
preceding  year,  whilst  the  imports  amounted  in 
value  to  £893,446,  as  compared  with  £842,738.  The  total  trade  for

1914  was  thus  valued  .at  £2,283,311  as  compared  with  £2,268,078 
in  1913,  being  £14,633  gre.ater  than  that  of  any  other  ye.ar.  But 
for  the  disloc<ation  of  trade  occasioned  by  the  war  and  the  fall  in  the 
price  of  copra,  there  is  no  doubt  that  the  values  of  both  imports 
and  exports  would  have  been  larger. 

Among  the  principal  items  of  goods  imported  into  Fiji  in  1914 
were  drapery,  ,€138.726;  biscuits,  Hour,  &c.,  £59,973;  hardw.are, 
£59,924;  timber,  £50,681;  bags  .and  sacks,  £49,527;  machinery, 
£47,821  ;  oils,  £28.821;  coal,  £27.359;  .and  fertilisers,  £22.20‘9. 
The  principal  increases  in  imports.  comp.ared  with  1913,  were  in  bags 
and  sacks,  £1 1,561  ;  drapery,  £34,677  ;  furniture,  £2,087  ;  live  stock, 
£4,500  ;  agricultural  machinery,  £2,589 ;  and  fertilisers,  £7,830. 
'Phe  chief  decre.ases  in  imports  were  in  galvanised  iron  goods  and  hard¬ 
w.are,  £5,770  and  £7,179  respectively;  rice,  £6,731;  and  timber, 
£6,959.  The  figures  for  imports  of  jewellery  show  .an  apparent 
decre.ase  of  £1<,187,  but  regard  must  be  h.ad  to  the  fact  th.at  jewellery 
is  imported  chiefly  by  parcel  post  and  that  the  contents  of  post  parcels 
are  not  classified.  The  increased  import.ations  of  drapery  indicate 
incre.ased  s|)ending  powers  of  the  Fijians,  while  the  decreased  impor¬ 
tations  of  rice  indicate  incre.ased  local  production  of  that  commodity. 

The  princip.al  exports  of  the  Colony  in  1 914  were  sugar,  £1 ,005,643  ; 
copra,  £148  372  ;  .and  green  fruit,  £201,938  ;  .and  these  three  products 
represented  over  97  per  cent,  of  the  total  export  tnade  in  1914. 

The  rej)ort  concludes  with  the  remark  that  the  trade  for  1914  may 
be  considered  as  exceedingly  satisfactory.  The  ColoTiy  has  suffered 
from  storms  during  the  last  few  years,  and  the  war  dislocated  trade  and 
ma<le  transport  difficult  to  procure.  4’he  effects  of  the  war.  however, 
were  in  most  c<ases  of  short  duration,  .and  the  Colony  is  in  the  fortunate 
position,  so  far  as  its  tnade  is  concerned,  tluat  the  value  of  its  chief 
product — sugar— has  risen  considerably;  tluat  the  dem.and  for  and 
value  of  green  fruit  have  not  diminished  ;  .and  that  the  v'alue  of  copra, 
although  not  so  high  as  it  was  before  the  war,  is  much  above  the 
average  of  the  last  four  years.

H.M.  Consul-General  at  Tangier  (Mr.  11.  F.  White,  C.M  G.)  reports 
.  ..  f  that,  with  a  view  to  facilitating  the  colonisation 

eorganisa  ion  o  development  of  Morocco,  the  Resident  General 

re-organised  the  services  having  relation 
wit  0  onisa  ion  by  centralising  them  under  the  direction 

and  Development.  Secretary-General  of  the 

Protectorate. 

H.M.  Consul-General  has  at  the  same  time  forwarded  a  copy  of  the 
“  Bulletin  Officiel  ”  of  the  Cherifian  Government  containing  two 
Dahirs  dated  28th  August,  1915,  decreeing  the  above-mentioned 
reorganisation  and  accompanied  by  an  “  Expose  des  Motifs  ”  by  the 
Resident  General.  In  this  exposition  of  the  motives  prompting

This  publica¬ 
tion,  which  contains  much  more  detailed  and  exhaustive  information  than  can 
be  given  in  the  Monthly  Accounts,  gives  in  the  first  volume  abstract  tables 
for  the  years  1909-1913,  and  detailed  statements  of  imports  and  exports  of 
each  article  consigned  from  and  to  each  country.  The  second  volume  will 
contain  details  as  to  Customs  revenue,  transhipments  and  articles  in 
bond,  with  particulars  of  the  trade  of  the  United  Kingdom  with  each 
foreign  country  and  British  Possession,  and  of  the  trade  at  each  port 
of  the  United  Kingdom.  The  third  volume  (supplement)  will  contain  a  classi¬ 
fication  on  the  basis  followed  in  Volumes  I.  and  II.  of  the  “  Annual  State¬ 
ment  ”  for  1908  and  earlier  years. 

It  may  l)e  noted  that  beginning  with  the  issues  for  1909  the  figures  of  *

As  far  as  is  possible,  the  Branch 
supplies,  on  personal  or  written  application,  information  with  regard 
to  the  following  subjects:  Foreign  and  Colonial  Contracts  open  to 
Tender  and  other  openings  for  British  trade ;  Lists  of  manufacturers 
at  home  and  lists  of  firms  abroad  engaged  in  particular  lines  of 
business  in  different  localities;  Foreign  and  Colonial  Tariflfs  and 
Customs  Regulations ;  Commercial  Statistics ;  Forms  of  Certificates 
of  Origin ;  Regulations  concerning  Commercial  Travellers  ;  Sources 
of  Supply,  Prices,  Ac.  of  Trade  Products;  Shipping  and  Transport; 
&c.,  Ac. 

Samples  of  foreign  competitive  goods  and  commercial  products 
which  are  received  from  abroad  from  time  to  time  are  exhibited  at 
the  offices  of  the  Branch. 

The  samples  collected  since  the  war  began,  of  goods  of  German  and 
Austrian  manufacture  which  are  sold  in  British  markets  abroad  and 
in  certain  foreign  markets,  have  been  temporarily  withdrawn  from 
exhibition  at  the  Commercial  Intelligence  Branch  (Foreign  Samples 
Section),  32,  Cheapside,  E.C.  The  samples  have  been  exhibited  at 
lieicester  and  they  will  shortly  be  exhibited  at  Nottingham  and 
various  other  industrial  centres.  See  article  amt  notice  on  pp.  15-18. 

In  view  of  the  representations  made  by  the  exhibitors  and'  buj’ers 
at  the  British  Industries  Fair,  organised  by  the  C!ommercial  Intelli¬ 
gence  Branch,  and  held  at  the  Royal  Agricultural  Hall  (see  “  Board 
of  Trade  Journal  ”  of  3rd  June  last,  p.  658),  the  Board  of  Trade 
have  decided  to  hold  another  Fair  early  next  year.  Further  parti¬ 
culars  will  be  announced  in  due  course.
